JUSTICE TOM CLARK

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 7 
(AP) — United States Supreme 
Court Justice Tom Clark crossed 


a picket line to enter Yale Law 
School last night, a union of- 
ficial said today. 

The picket lines were placed 
around the Law School building 
and Woolsey hall-in a strike of 
Yale’s service workers for a pay 
increase and restriction of em- 
ployment of students. 

Leroy F. Case, president of 
Local 1, of the Independent Fed- 
eration of University Employes, 
said he spoke to Justice Clark 
early in the evening and in- 
formed him of the strike. He 
said the Justice crossed a picket 
line to enter the Law School 
building, where he presided at 
a moot | 

The strikers asked for an in- 
crease of 10-cents .an hour, a 
figure the university says it can- 
not pay because of an expected 
operating deficit. The university 
said «also that it is not willing 
“to sacrifice any opportunities of- 
fered” to students who must work 
their way through college. 


PRESIDENT TO GIVE 
POLITICAL TALKS IN 
NEW YORK TONIGAT 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower goes to New 
York City by train tonight for 
perhaps his most important out- 
right political appearance since 
he took office. 

Several thousand party faithful 
bought $100 tickets to hear him 
address the annual banquet of 
the New York State Republican 
committee. Because of an over- 
flow audience, two dinners were 
arranged, one at the Astor and the 
other at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
The President planned to ad- 
dress both of them, first at the 
Astor and then at the Waldorf, 
(His address will be broadcast 
by KSD at 9:30 p.m., St. Louis 
time. and telecast by KSD-TV at 
10:15 p.m.) 

Poor weather conditions made 
the President decide to travel by 
special train instead of plane, late 
today. Eisenhower had planned to 
fly to New York in a chartered 
commercial airliner.

Funds for Mental Hos-

JEFFERSON CITY, May 7—A 
record budget of $731,300,000 for 
support of i's state gov- 
ernment and services in the 
1953-55 biennium, beginning July 
1, was voted last night by the 

State Senate. 

The huge outlay is $82,400,000 
in excess of authorized state ex- 
penditures for the present bien- 
nium, and $24,750,000 more than 
the allotments recommended by 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly in his 
— message to the Legisla- 

e. 


Working steadily for more than 
five hours on the House-approved 
appropriation measures, the Sen- 
ate accepted a host of amend- 
ments recommended by its Appro- 
priations Committee. 

There was opposition to only 
two of the committee amend- 
ments. Attempts were made to 
defeat committee recommenda- 
tions slashing $2,200,000 off of 
the $8,815,000 House allotment 
for the St. Louis State Hospital, 
and a $167,000 cut in funds for 
Attorney General John M. Dal- 
ton. The Senate, however, stood 
by its Appropriations Committee 
and approved the reductions. 


Changes in House Proposals. 


The Senate voted reductions of 
about $12,500,000 in House-ap- 
proved allotments, most of them 
funds for the seven state mental 
institutions. It also approved al- 
most $10,800,000 in new allot- 
ments not previously considered 

or voted by the House.

The outlay in the Sen- 
er budget is $235,000,- 
000 for the State Highway De- 
partment. This represents an in- 
crease of more than $81,000,000 
over the present two-year period, 
largely resulting from the in- 
crease in the state gasoline tax 
from 2 to 3 cents. The tax in- 
crease was voted by the last Legis- 
lature to finance the 10-year high- 
Way expansion and improvement 
program. 

Another big allotment is $225,- 
000,000 to finance the state wel- 
fare programs, including old-age 
pensions, aid to the blind, de- 
pendent children and permanently 
isabled needy persons, and for 
direct relief, The total, however, 
includes about $135,000,00 in fed- 
eral grants to aid these programs 
in Missouri, 
Although the question of ade- 
quately financing the state mental 
hospitals has been a major issue 
this session, virtually no objec-

These are 
now begining with ever-mounting 
force. 

Threat. Is Diminished. 


Whether the enemy movemént 

northward develops into a. gen- 
eral withdrawal, the threat to 
Laos had lessened and possibly 
even ended for the present. 
French Army spokesmen, how- 
ever, did not exclude the possibil- 
ity that the Viétminh may yet 
launch an assault on Luang Pra- 
bang, 275 milés southwest of 
Hanoi, or on the strongly forti- 
fied Plaine des Jarres. 
Some rebel forces still were 
encamped arourid the residence 
town of King Sisavang Vong and 
the plain, 70 miles to the west. 
Thus far, however, they have 
steered clear of an attack on 
either place. French-Laotian pa- 
trols, penetrating as much as 15 
miles into areas where the rebels 
supposedly were concentrated, re- 
turned without firing a shot. 

The Vietminh also appeared to 
be stalled in the area south of 
Xiengkhouang, 90 miles south of 
Luang Prabang. Advance units 
of the rebel forces in that sec- 
tor stabbed two days ago to with- 
in 35 miles of-Laos’s Mekong 
river border with Thailand. 


Thai Defenses Bolstered. 


The Vietminh drive brought 
quick reaction from the Thai Gov- 
ernment. Reports received here 
said Bangkok officials were rein- 
forcing posts along its northern 
border and increasing the nation’s 
Mekong river patrols. 

The supply problem seemed an 
obvious reason for the Vietminh 
withdrawal. 

The invaders depend for their 
supplies on tens of thousands of 
coolies who have been packing 
guns and ammunition on their 
backs over jungle and mountain 
trails from Red China, 300 miles 
away. 

This human chain apparently 
broke down under the invasion’s 
heavy demands and the torrential

SENATE SPEEDS UP, PASSES

WASHINGTON, May 7 (UP)— 
The Senate, which spent five 
weeks debating the off-shore. oil 
bill, made up for lost time yester- 
day by passing 78 bills in five 
hours. 

Most of the measures whipped 
through at a rate of one every 
four minutes were so-called pri-| 
vate bills, affecting a single indi- 
vidual with a claim against the 
government.

A permit authorizing construc- 
tion of the proposed educational 
television station in St. Louis was 
granted today by the Federal 
Communications Commission in 
Washington. 


Although the station’ may not 
start operation until fall, the per- 
mit will allow telecasting facili- 
ties to be completed here in about 
two months, officials of the St. 
Louis Educational Television 
Commission said. 


An $80,000 transmitter has al- 
ready: been purchased and now 
will be shipped here from Cam- 
den, N.J., to be installed at the 
St. Louis University campus. The 
two remaining construction opera- 
tions are placing an antenna on 
the transmitting tower there and 
converting rooms in the gym- 
nasium of the Women's Building 
on the Washington University 
campus into studio facilities, 

Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
of Washington University, chair- 
man of the commission, said the 
date of the first program will de- 
pend on how soon $100,000 is 
raised for operating costs. A total 
of $490,000 will be needed in the 
first three years, he said. 

The station, which will operate 
at a very high frequency on Chan- 
nel Nine, will offer educational 
programs in the afternoon and 
evening for school children and 
adults. Construction funds total- 
ing $600,000 already have been 
pledged. 

Compton said that these funds 
were sufficient to build and equip 
the station. He added that 
pledges toward operating costs 
have been made by 21 school dis- 
tricts in this area but that more 
funds would be needed to begin 
telecasting. 

He ‘said granting of the permit 
“is a precedent-making event that 
will enable St. Louis to use this 
powerful new medium more ef- 
fectively for the welfare of its 
citizens.”

9 KILLED, 22 HURT, 
HEAVY DAMAGE IN 
CHILE EARTHQUAKE 


SANTIAGO, Chile, May 7 (AP) 
—Nine persons were killed and 22 
injured in a violent earthquake 
that shook Chile yesterday. Thou- 
sands of families were made 
homeless. 


Government officials estimated 
that property damage would ex- 
ceed $32,000,000. Heaviest hit by 
the quake were the cities of Con- 
cepcion, Chillan, Talcuahuano and 
Los Angeles. Railway communi- 
cations were disrupted in some lo- 
calities and many communities 
were without electricity and 
water. 

The quake was felt from Acon- 
cagua province, north of Santiago, 
to the southern tip of Llanquihue 
province, but its force was fo- 
cussed in the Concepcion-Chillan 
area, 

In Concepcion alone, damage 
was estimated at $1,600,000. Half 
the buildings in the villages of 
Rio Viejo and Pinto were de- 
stroyed.

Feared 3 American Wom- 

en May Be Among 
Them —2 U.S. Airmen 
Are Injured. 


HARWICH,. England, May 7 
1AP)—Five persons perished in 
North Sea collision that sliced 

e bow off the British steamer 
Duke of York. Four bodies re- 
mained unidentified today and it 
was feared that three American 
women may be among the dead. 
| Twelve passengers, including 
two United States Air Force of- 
ficers, were injured, but approxi- 
mately 500 passengers and crew- 
men were rescued from the Brit- 
ish ship after the collision yester- 
day with the American freighter 
Haiti Victory 40 miles east of this 
port city. 

Workers cut their way into the 
mangled hull of the Duke of York 
after tugs brought the ship into 
a berth. The workers removed 
thé bodies of two women and a 
man. A spokesman for British 
railways, owner of thé ship, said 
the body of another woman was 
pinned in the wreckage. 

Police found the passports of 
three American women in the 
wreckage of the ship. They were 
Miss Gilda Jordet of Rocky Ford, 
Colo., Miss Viola Larson of La 
Crosse, Wis., and . Miss Ann 
Spring, for whom no home town 
was given. Miss Jordet and Miss 
Larson have been listed as miss- 
ing. Rescue workers said the body 
still in the wreckage may be that 
of Miss Spring. 

The only victim identified thus 
far is Mrs. Argo Ansdell, 54 years 
old, an English woman who died 
in a hospital last night. 

Miss Larson and Miss Jordet 
were traveling with Mrs. Norma 
Hoyt of Anchorage, Alaska, where 
Miss Larson teaches school. Mrs. 
Hoyt and her son, Harold, 13, were 
rescued yesterday after being 
trapped in the wreckage for five 
hours. Miss Jordet is Mrs. Hoyt's 
sister. 

As the séarch progressed, a 
British railway officer said that 
in addition to the three bodies 
already located, “it is now pret- 
ty definite that still another body 
will be found.” 

Two Others Reported Lost. 

Unconfirmed reports said that 
two other persons went down 
with the ship’s bow portion. It 
was slashed off forward of the 
bridge and sunk when the two 
ships crashed near Galloper light- 
ship. 

The British Railways said 437 
passengers and 72 crewmen were 
aboard the Duke of York—a to- 
tal of 509. Britons made up the 
bulk of the passenger list but 
there also were many Americans 
and Europeans among those 
saved. 

The injured were in hospitals 
at Dover and near Harwich. The 
Americans there were identified 
only as Lts. Joseph Barhan and 
Joseph Donald Bacca. Doctors 
said Barhan’s injuries were not 
serious. Bacca, they said, is 
fering from shock and head and 
neck injuries.

ARL MARX’S Communist Manifesto appealed 100 years ago 

to the workers of the world to unite because, it said, they had 

nothing to lose but their chains. 

A couple of months ago a Communist agitator and shock worker 
igg a Hungarian steel mill told workers who were complaining: 


| “Stop complaining, comrades. 
|Anything you have besides bread 
‘and water is luxury.” 

| That story by a recently es- 
‘eaped Hungarian comes closer to 
the truth about the fate of the 
average working man in Russia's 
‘Eastern European satellites than 
pages of Communist statistics. 

Production may go up and up. 
But the standard of living re- 
mains anchored at little above 
existence level for many. 

Treatment of workers in Com- 
munist states would make the 
worst of old-time capitalists blush 
with shame. Exploitation is too 
mild a word. The word is slavery. 

One undisputed fact stands out: 
the worth of the individual work- 
er in the Russian Empire has 
sunk to a record low. 

Industrial Revolution. 

| Since the war, a major indus- 
trial revolution has taken place 
in Eastern Europe. Except for 
Czechoslovakia, all these coun- 
tries were agricultural, backward 
countries, 

: Armed with ruthlessness, the 
Communist leaders have gone a 
long way toward their major goal 
—creation of a heavy industry in 
the satellites to supplement Rus- 
sia’s and produce the sinews of 
war. 

All aspects of industry not re- 
lated to heavy industry are ig- 
nored. The result is the worker 
gets nothing in return for his 
labor except a bare existence. 
Production of consumer goods is 
flmost nonexistent: Even food 

roduction for home consumption 

as been sacrificed to bring peas- 
pats into the cities for heavy in- 
ustry, 
| So ravenous have been Mos- 
ow’s demands that. the satellite 
eaders have had to tap every 
nceivable source of labor: 


1. Normal recruitment and 
ansfer of workers to heavy in- 
ustry from light industry and 
urgeoise businesses. 


| 2 Use of slave labor—primar- 
Bly political “offenders.” 
3. Stripping of “surplus” labor 
rom farms—a step already boom- 
a with low food produc- 
on. 

4. The “apprentice” system— 
another name for exploiting child 
jJabor starting at the ege of 14. 

5. Economic pressure forcing 

omen, even mothers of tiny 

ildren, into industry. About 40 
per cent of the labor force in 

echoslovakia is female. 

6. “Voluntary” work and ama- 

ur shock brigades. 

Here’s what happens to an 
average Hungarian steel worker 
under this system: 

Wages — 1200 forints per 
month. Unskilled and _  semi- 
skilled workers get between 500 
and 1000 forints monthly. 

Deductions—“Peace” loan 200 
forints; trade union dues 55; 
sports (semi-military) organiza- 
tion 80; subscription to Commu- 
hist newspaper 12; plus income 
taxes. 

Prices—Rent 300 forints; food 
for worker alone 300; heat and 
electricity 280; pair of shoes 200. 

The workers’ biggest bugaboo 
is the so-called working norm. 
All work is piece-work basis— 

he same system the Communists 
or years called “capitalist ex- 
ploitation.” 


Hungarian System. 
"For example,” wrote a Hun- 
n factory worker, “if a piece 
of steel has to be drilled ed you are 
10 minutes and paid 30 
(100 filler equals one for- 
fer for it. If you finish it in 20 
utes you earn 30 filler in 20 
minutes. If you finish it in five 


minutes you will be alloted five 


minutes and 15 filler for the 
next piece.” 

Every Communist factory is 
crawling 
shock workers—whose basic func- 
tion is to set extremely high 
“norms” for all work. The re- 
sult is the average worker has 
to work 10, 12, or 14 hours a day 
to make even his basic salary. 
Overtime was abolished by the 
Communists long ago. 

But the Communist state as- 
sumes the worker has only tine 
for work. Free or leisure time 
is considered a “dangerous lux- 
ury.” Therefore even free time 
is planned. 

A Polish worker said he re- 
ported for work at 6:56 each 
morning and had to listen for 15 
minutes to the reading of a Com- 
munist newspaper. Most evenings 
were absorbed by meetings of 
“clubs” — the Polish = Soviet 
Friendship Society, Freedom 
Fighters Association, etc. In win- 
ter he had to “volunteer” to work 
for nothing on Sundays—‘“for the 
sake of the Plan.” In the summer 
he spent Sundays on demonstra- 
tions in the countryside to 
“prove” the “alliance of workers 
and peasants.” Holidays were 
celebrated by volunteer work. 

The most recent method of 
bringing “citizens” of satellite 
countries into factories is with- 
drawal of ration cards from all 
who do not work. This forces 
mothers and teen-agers to work to 
eat. The United States delegate 
to the United States Commission 
on the Status of Women recently 
reported that 16-year-old girls 
were drafted in Poland for heavy 
industrial work—only one aspect, 
she said, of Poland’s specious 
claim to be a *‘gnodel democratic 
state.” 

The trade uniofis are no help 
to the worker. They have long 
since gone the way of Soviet trade 
unions—becoming. instruments of 
management.to help increase pro- 
duction. Any trade union Jeader 
seeking to improve wages, hours 
or working conditions would find 
himself branded “enemy of the 
people’” It is the “people” who 
theoretically own everything. 

‘Serves Class Enemy.’ 

Adolf Zidek, chairman of the 
works council at the Stalingrad 
steel works at Liskovec, Czecho- 
‘slovakia, found that out. When 
local stores run out of potatoes, 
he threatened to load workers 
into rp ths truck to protest. He did not 
get 

“He acted,” the clrarges against 
him said, “like a person who is 
not conscious of the deep political 
and economic changes in the life 
of our people and who, by play- 
ing the workers’ representative 
role serves the class enemy.” 

The answer is two-fold—under- 
estimation of the amount of hard- 
ship a human being can and will 
take and forgetting that in a po- 


lice state the only alternative is : 


usually worse. 

This does detract from the rot- jE 
ten core inherent in the system |F 
and the chance that someday 
something will happen to expose 


it. The system surely contains the |f 
seeds of its own destruction—if |E

If the doctor finally consents to come, 
he acts as if you have asked him to walk 
to the North Pole. He makes you feel 
guilty for calling bim, even when you 
are at wit’s end with a sick child and 
need a comforting and reassuring word. 

Does a child have to be at death’s 
door before the products of our medical 
schools will venture forth to give aid? 
They act as if you had gone to medical 
school and should know if your child 
is seriously ill. Sometimes, I wish I 


had. 

We don’t expect a modern physician 
to work so hard as the old-timers. But 
we do expect him to explain to us why 
it isn’t necessary for him to make a 
house call—to relieve our fears and to 
treat us as intelligent human beings 
who are deeply concerned for their chil- 
dren. We want compassion instead of 
coldness, indifference and impatience. 

Modern science, with its miracle drugs 
and steady advance, is wonderful. But 
somewhere along the line the human 
element has been ignored.

Actually the tecord far antedates the Repubii- 
can party. Conservation through the device af 
the public domain started before the birth of 
présent-day political parties. It commences short- 
ly after the Revolutionary War, when the states, 
at the request of Congress, ceded to the Federal 
Government all the lands beyond their boundar- 
ies to which they. had claimed title. The public 
domain thus came into being. 

The Republican party itself started writing 
its record for conservation 81 years ago when 
the first national park, Yellowstone, was estab- 
lished, in 1872, in the Administration of Repub- 
lican President Ulysses 8S. Grant. 

Nineteen years later, in 1891, the first national 
forests were established, in the Administration 
of Republican President Benjamin Harrison. 
“This law,” writes one historian, “was of vital 
importance because it stopped for the first time 
the policy of giving away the public lands and 
started a trend whereby the public lands were 
to be retained by the Federal Government for 
the benefit of the people as a whole.” 

That piece of history is very much alive 
today, for President Eisenhower's signature on 
the offshore-cil bill would reverse that trend. 

Republican President William McKinley's 
Administration produced, in 1897, the organic 
act under which the national forests came to 
be administered. 


But it was Republican President Theodore 
Roosevelt who brought conservation to its full 
stature half a century ago. He not only threw 
himself into the cause with all his famous 
vigor, but he also interested the states in it 
through an epochal conference of Governors, 
such as President Elsenhower has just held at 
the White House to discuss peace and security. 

No one has more nobly expressed the high 
purpose of the public domain than did Theodore 
Roosevelt when he established the present 
Forest Service: 

“In the administration of the forest reserves, 
it must be clearly borne in mind that all land 
is to be devoted to its most productive use for 
the most permanent good of the whole of the 
people, and not for the temporary benefit of 
individuals or companies,

Will the name of Eisenhower go down in 
history as having carried forward the record of 
conservation made by Grant, Benjamin Harrison, 
McKinley, Theodore Roosevelt, Taft, Coolidge, 
and Hoover? 

Or will history say of him that he went 
against that record and set the trend running 
the other way?

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Ecuadorism 

It is gratifying to see the concern that news- 
papers in the United States are showing for the 
plight of two newspapers in Guayaquil, Ecuador. 
Editorials are appearing quité generally in the 
American press deploring the closing of La Na- 
cion and La Hora and the imposition of prison 
sentences on some of the principal figures. 
Properly enough the Inter-American Press Asso- 
ciation, through its Freedom of the Préss Com- 
mittee, headed by Chicago Tribune correspond- 
ent Jules Dubois, has intervened in the case. 

How many of these same newspapers which so 
promptly deplored the représsions in Ecuador 
are equally concerned, we wonder, about the 
threat which Senator McCarthy poses for all the 
American press in his summons of Editor James 
A. Wechsler of The New York Post to a secret 
investigation in Washington? 

The Washington Post has had a strong edi- 
torial denouncing the Wisconsin Senator’s latest 
foray as “the very definition of tyranny.” The 
Lousville Courier-Journal describes it as “a clear 
attempt to silence press criticism” and calls on 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors to 
“condemn the performance with all the vigor 
their united power can command.” 

It seems clear, however, after looking at 
a considerable number of newspapers, that The 
Washington Post and the Louisville Courier- 
Journal are exceptions to a general rule of 
silence on McCarthy's move into the area of a 
free press. There are papers which grew indig- 
nant about President Jose Maria Velasco Ibarra 
of Ecuador only to ‘be perfectly satisfied appar- 
ently at dictatorial techniques in a senatorial 
committee in Washington. 

All of which is a reminder that several years 
ago, Jenkin Lloyd Jones of The Tulsa Tribune 
gave the newspaper world a new word when he 
coined “Afghanistanism” to describe the prac- 
tice of all too many newspapers in dealing with 
problems in distant places as a coverup for fail- 
ure to come to grips with issues in their own 
communities. It is time for a new term—one 
that will cover the practice of many Ameri 
can newspapers in vigorously deploring viola- 
tions of a free press elsewhere only to shut their 
eyes to the faults and omissions of the press 
here at home. So, as a specialized companion 
of “Afghanistanism,” we offer “Ecuadorism.”

While for the purposes of 
planning and putting these neces- 
sary sums in the national budgets 
in order to obtain what you need 
we have to sort these out into 
annual allotments and accretions, 
the real thing we are trying to do 
is to gain for our people, at the 
earliest ‘possible moment, the 
tranquility of mind, the peace and 
confidence to which they are en- 
titled.” 


The Roman Setting. 


Eisenhower also underwrote 
with strong emphasis the Euro- 
pean army idea that now seems 
stalled on the old French-German 
suspicion.

But if anything like the sum 
now sought is to be obtained 
from a Congress that has gone far 
to usurp prerogatives of foreign 
policy, some strong affirmative 
action by all concerned in the 
Executive branch of the Govern- 
ment must be forthcoming. The 
outline of that action is not yet 
discernible. 

Perhaps, in his new role, Eisen- 
hower will find the same inspira- 
tion, the same conviction to bring 
to what is an infinitely more dif- 
ficule task. When he spoke at 
Rome. a year and a half ago he 
summed up very well the dilemma 
he faces today: 

“I submit again that if our 
hearts, if our determination, if 
our qualities of leadership are 
equal to the task, then the s0- 
called economic limitation will not 
be nearly so important as we first 
judged it.”

Washington U. Centennial Art 
Exhibition Opens at City Museum 


665 Attend Reception Launching Season’s 
Most Important Display — Acccnt 
on Modernism.

“Art at Washington University,” 
part of the university’s centen- 
nial observance and the St. Louis 
season's most important and most 
comprehensive exhibition, opened 
last night at the City Art Mu- 
seum with a reception for the 


“Friends of the Museum” and the 
friends of the university. Attend- 
ance totaled 665 persons. 

Speakers were Perry T. Rath- 
bone, director of the museum; 
Chancellor Arthur .H. Compton 
and Kenneth E. Hudson, dean of 
the university’s School of Fine 
Arts and School of Architecture. 
They stressed the long, close and 
harmonious ‘relationship of uni- 
versity and museum and the uni- 
versity’s pioneering role in art. 

“Washington University,” Hud- 
son said, “is among the very few 
major universities of the country 
to recognize early the place of 
the professional artist in society 
and to assume a responsibility for 
his education. 

“This. lead has now been fol- 
lowed by most of the larger uni- 
versities. It is clear that Wash- 
ington University has contributed 
much to thé arts throughout its 
history and, as shown in this ex- 
hibition, retains its cultural lead- 
ership.” 

A number of recent university 
purchases reflecting up-to-the- 
minute trends in American art 
are being shown at the museum 
for the first time... Among these 
are sculptures by Peter Grippe, 
Jacques Lipchitz and David Hare 
and paintings, mostly abstract or 
biomorphic, by Arshile Gorky, 
Marsden Hartley, Stuart Davis, 
Robert Motherwell, Arthur Dove, 
William de Kooning and Jimmy 
Ernst. 

Paintings Well Displayed. 

And never before in St. Louis, 
as visitors repeatedly noted, have 
other pictures been displayed so 
well. Lyonel Feininger’s monu- 
mental “The Bridge No. 1,” for 
instance, needs museum distance, 
because of its subtly differentiat- 
ed greens, to be fully appreciat- 
ed. Seen up close at the univer- 
sity, it lost part of its power. 

Even so intimate a painting as 
Paul Klee’s “Transition” improves 
in its present location, next a 
Picasso collage. The entire gal- 
lery, the museum’s largest, is de- 
voted to only 29 paintings and six 
sculptures. 

The effective hanging is the re- 
sult of the collaboration of Fred- 
erick Hartt, associate professor of 
art history at the university, and 
William N. Eisendrath Jr., assist- 
ant to the director of the museum.

Up from the limbo of storage 
has come Frederick E. Church’s 
western landscape, almost top 
grand for most gallery-goers to- 
day.and perhaps a bit vapid.

How To Tell Your Age. 

This grouping of Hassam with 
Aelbert Cuyp (1620-1691) suggests 
another way to tell your age. It’s 
consoling, however, to see the uni- 
versity’s outstanding Geerge Cal- 
eb Bingham oil, “Daniel Boone 
Escorting a Band of Pionéers,” 
which supplied the jacket design 
for Bernard De Voto’s newest 
book, “Course of Empire.” 

To the reguiar annual showing 
of student work reflecting pro- 
grams of instruction at the School 
of Fine Arts and School of Archi- 
tecture, there have been added 
separate displays of the work of 
35 producing artists, illustrators, 
sculptors, designers and architects 
who teach at the university. 

Included ‘are new paintings by 
Paul Burlin, Fred Conway, 
Charles Quest, Edward Boccia, 
William Fett and Walter Barker.

N THIS imperfect world we all 
have our ups and downs, and it

forge ahead to prominence and 
eee: the public clamors, for 


quality and value. But just let 
them slip on either count and 
gee how quickly they lose their 
public. 


Because today’s homemakers

. There are several items this 
week which have been rather 
costly in the near past, but are 
coming back within the fold. 
Corn, for instance, promises to be 
a little cheaper as it becomes 
much more plentiful. Heavier 
shipments of tomatoes should 
bring them down a few cents per 
pound. 

Peppers, which haven't been 
too plentiful lately, are arriving 
in heavier supply. Speaking of 
ups and downs—cucumbers have 
had mostly “ups” pricewise for 
some time, are now starting on 
their “downs.” 

And heavier supplies of cauli- 
f ,wer, broccoli and red cabbage 
«  yuld put them in a lower 
+ «Ket. ; 

in addition to these items which 
¢ + now. working downward, we 
¢ | have some of our old faith- 
i .s that have held at steady, rea- 
sonable levels for many weeks— 
itcberg lettuce, celery (how could 
we forget that old standby), car- 
rots, onions and potatoes, yellow, 
white and acorn. squash. Egg- 
plants have made the “good buys” 
list for several weeks now; cab- 
bage is coming in from all di- 
rections. 

Incidentally, the new potatoes 
which are now arriving show a 
better maturity, which means that 
} sor quality is improving right

Homegrown Vegetables. 


This is the time of year when 
we begin to rely upon our home- 
grown vegetables. For instance, 
our supplies of asparagus are 
shifting from out-state to our own 
backyard. Prices may vary some- 
what, since this is strictly a 
“weather vegetable.” Let the 
weather be warm for a few days 
and it thrives; a cool spell throws 
it right off balance. As tempera- 
mental a vegetable as we care to 


meet. 

Other items which have joined 
the brigade of homegrowns are 
green onions and radishes. Home- 
grown spinach is in such heavy 
supply that it is almost over- 
plentiful; the homegrown leaf let- 
tuce is tender and well-flavored. 

Perhaps we are prejudiced, but 
it seems to us that the home- 
grown turnip tops and mustard 
greens have a little more sparkle 
than their southern cousins. 

“On the scarce side are string 
beans. There are a few wax 
b:ans around town, but ship- 
ments are small and spotty. 


In the Fruit Stands. 


The homegrown influence is 
making itself felt in th- fruit 
s.ands, too. We are working right 
ix.o our homegrown rhubarb sea- 
ssn — a good stretch of warm 
weather will bring forth ample 
supplies. 

Never have we seen a season 
when Emperor grapes lasted so 
long and maintained the high 
quality that they have this year. 
They are high in price, of course, 
but still excellent even though 
the new crop may begin to ap- 
pear in a matter of weeks. 

Prices on strawberries vary 
from day to day since they, like 
asparagus, are controlled by the 
weather. Being highly perishable, 
they can’t be kept long so if the 
day's receipts are heavy the 
prices come down; if shipments 
are short, prices soar. It’s any- 
body’s guess from day to day 
what price they will bring. 

This also is sheer guesswork— 
but at this stage it would seem 
that the Arkansas crop of berries 
will be better than average. 

More pineapples are coming to

DON'T PASS UP LEAF LETTUCE: 
IT'S LOADED WITH NUTRIENTS 


Leaf lettuce, frequently over- 
looked by the homemaker, has a 
higher nutritive value and is less 
expensive than the more popular 
head lettuce, the University of Il- 
linois College of Agriculture re- 

rts 


In comparing the nutritive value 
of leaf and head lettuce, it was 
found that leaf lettuce has about 
three times as much calcium, two 
to three times as much iron, three 
times as much vitamin A and 
twice as much vitamin C. Other 
nutrients in the two vegetables 
are about equal. Leaf lettuce is 
also a low calorie food. An aver- 
age serving contains only about 
10 calories, 

Because of its dark green color, 
leaf lettuce makes an excellent 
underliner for salads, forming an 
attractive background for fruits 
and vegetables. Serve it alone or 
mix it with other greens. 

Wilted lettuce is particularly 
good when the leaf rapa A is 
used, Place the lettuce in a bow! 
with crumbled crisp bacon, hard- 
boiled egg slices and slivers of 
onion, Add salt, pepper, a little 
sugar, vinegar and water to part 
of the bacon fat. Heat this mix- 
ture and pour it over the lettuce. 


Serve immediately.

OF OLDER MEMBERS OF FAMILY 


If there is a senior citizen in 
your home, you may be interested 
in a list of some of the particular 
food needs of older persons as 
cited in a recent booklet prepared 
by the diet therapy section of 
the American Dietetic Assn.

Food Editor 


HE oldest of the national food festivals, National Raisin Week, 
will be celebrated this year May 10-16. And it salutes one of 


the oldest of dried foods. 


Raisins constituted a flourishing industry in southern Europe 
some 400 years B. C. But the raisin industry in this country owes 
its development to an incident typical of Yankee ingenuity. 


Back in 1873 San Joaquin Val- 
ley, Calif. had such a hot Septem- 
ber that the grapes died on the 
vines. An enterprising grower 


shipped the dried grapes to an 
equally enterprising grocer in 
San Francisco, who promptly 
merchandised them as a “Peruv- 
ian Delicacy.” 

Nutritionally, raisins are little 

prize packages. Because they con- 
tain over 60 per cent of rapidly 
assimilated fruit sugar, they are 
one of the best sources of quick 
energy; in addition they are ver- 
itable storehouses of vitamins and 
minerals. 
» So you add more than glamor 
and flavor when you use them in 
breads, salads or desserts, or give 
the youngsters a handful as a be- 
tween-meal snack. 

Popular for teatime treats are 
Raisin Scones. Originally a scone 
was a round, thin Scotch cake 
made of oatmeal or barley and 
cooked on a griddle, then cut into 
four pieces. Nowadays we make 
them of a rich baking powder 
biscuit dough—but to follow tra- 
dition, be sure to pat the dough 
into a circle and then cut into 
four wedges. To make the scones 
crusty and brown, brush the tops 
with milk and a sprinkling of 


sugar. . 
Raisin Scones. 

Three-fourths cup _ seedless 
raisins. 

Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour. ’ 

One teaspoon salt. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half cup granulated sugar. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One egg. 

Milk 


Rinse and drain raisins. Sift 
flour with salt, baking powder 
and sugar. Cut in shortening. Add 
raisins. Beat egg lightly and add 
enou milk to make three- 
fourths cup, Stir into dry mixture. 
Turn out onto lightly floured 
board and knead lightly. Divide’ 
dough into thirds, Pat or roll each 
to six-inch circle. Cut each circle 
into four wedges. Place on 
greased baking sheet. 

Brush tops with milk and sprin- 
kle with sugar. Bake in hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) about 15 min- 
utes or until well browned. Serve 
at once, Yield: one dozen large 
scones.

The ingredients are simple and 
the flavor is superb in this raisin 
pie. Fruity plump raisins, sugar, 
table cream and a bit of lemon 
juice go into the filling of a 
double crust pie which we pre- 
dict will become one of your 
favorites. 

Mother’s Raisin Pie. 
Three cups seedless raisins. 
One-half cup granulated sugar.

Rinse raisins, drain thoroughly 
and put through food chopper us- 
ing medium knife.

Raisins also have a place in the 
more substantial dishes. As an ex- 
ample, consider: 

Smoked Tongue With 

Ginger Snap Sauce. 
One smoked tongue. 
Four bay leaves. 
One teaspoon whole pepper. 
One teaspoon cloves. 
One onion, sliced. 
Wash tongue, cover with cold 
water, add seasoning and sim- 
mer until tender—from two to 
four hours. Then remove from 
liquid, trim roots and remove 
skin. Return to liquid to cool. 
Slice and reheat in 
Ginger Snap Sauce. 
Four ginger snaps. 
One-half cup brown sugar. 
Four tablespoons vinegar. 
Few drops onion juice. 
One cup hot water. 
One lemon, sliced. 
One-fourth cup seeded raisins. 
One-fourth cup shaved almonds. 
Crush ginger snaps and add 


other ingredients. Cook until 
smooth. Add more vinegar, if 
necessary.

Raisins also may be used in 
many good, sturdy sandwich fil- 
lings. For example, mix chopped 
raisins with peanut butter and 
grated carrots. Or mix chopped 
raisins with grated or chopped 
cabbage or celery with salad dres- 
sing. The small seedless raisins 
may be washed and then mixed, 
without chopping, with cream 
cheese to fill sandwiches. Or use 
raisin bread with cream or cot- 
tage cheese and chopped nuts for 
filling.

Gingerbread with raisins mixed 
in may be baked in muffin tins 
for lunch boxes. Raisin cup cakes 
and raisin cookies of many kinds 
are also favorites with those who 
tote their lunches. These - drop 
cookies are of the quick-and-easy

BORN IN DECATUR, ILL., Wilson majored in 
English at James Millikin University, became a 
Quaker and a confirmed pacifist. Withstanding 
some none too friendly glances from his draft 
board and a close check by the FBI, he was recog- 
nized as a conscientious objector in World War II 
and spent three years, without pay, in what was 
called Civilian Public Service. He fought fires 
in Oregon; planted trees in New York; was an aid 
in a Philadelphia mental hospital; and got two 
years of credit toward a “registered nurse” degree 
by working at a general hospital in Chicago. 

At the end of the war, Bob thought he had a 
story to tell about dissidents like himself and the 
work they did while others passed the ammunition. 
He told .about it in a published novel, “Aideen 
MacLennon, the Story of a Rebel.” 

When he had the story out of his system, Bob 
became a farmer. The 345-acre place where he 
now raises registered hogs and cattle, soybeans 
and corn had been in his family for a long time, 
but the soil was eroded and years of tennant man- 
agement had let it down. 

“There’s a Chinese proverb,” Bob said before 
boarding a plane in St. Louis, “ “The best fertilizer 
for a piece of land is the footsteps of the owner.’” 
And as the new owner, he put his footsteps in 
evidence. .

THERE HAVE BEEN just three extensive 
absences from LaPlata. In 1946, Bob signed on as 
pitchfork man aboard an UNRRA relief ship carry- 
ing horses to Europe. In 1949 he went to Alaska. 
And last year he’ traveled to England and France 
and met. Bva; 

On the ¢irst venture, when he played nursemaid 
to the horses, Bob merely did a bit of sightseeing. 
In Alaska, where he lived all summer in a tent, 
he built a log house, surveyed a subdivision and 
shot a bear, .And. though. he. arrived with. barely 
enough change to buy a hammer and a. saw, he 
came away the owner of a five-acre tract called 
Bear Cove on Kachemak bay, about 100 miles south 
of Anchorage. . 

He hopes to build a summer cabin there some 
day “when I get old and rich.” Meanwhile, he 
regards the place as his personal “Shangri-La.”

RAINFALL DISPOSAL 


AST March was a pretty damp 
month in our neck of the 
woods and by the time it was 
over there was. a good deal of 
talk about what was to be done 
with all that water that came 
gushing out of the downspouts. 

Some people installed a little 
concrete splash rock to prevent 
the water cutting through the 
grass and soil and to help conduct 
the water away from the house. 

Some went one step further 
and installed a concrete apron 
around the house which was given 
a slight pitch so the water was 
carried away from the basement. 

' Both these remedies, of course, 
are just a partial solution to the 
water problem and in many cases 
they did little if anything to pre- 
vent large quantities of water 
flooding the basement. 

You can usually be pretty sure 
that if the ground around a house 
becomes really saturated with wa- 
ter, some of it’s going to find a 


the best way to insure a dry base- 


way into the basement. In some 
cases it won’t but nine times out 
of 10 if there is just one tiny 
crevice in the basement floor or 
walls and if you get enough water 
hanging around it’s going to get 
inside and cause trouble. 

That’s why we always feel that 


ment is to carry this water from 
the house roof as far away from 
the basement as possible. Piping 
it into a storm sewer or dry well 
is good, and if this.can’t be done, 
just carrying it to a point where 
it will drain away from the house 
will do the trick nicely.
